Special to The Christian Science Monitor 
from its Eastern News Office 
NEW YORK, New York—A year’s 
test of a gross sales tax of one-third 
or one-fourth of 1 per cent on com- 
modities only, in place of the excess 
profits tax, is proposed by.

fe months ago Sir Martin Conway, Fellow 
Antiquaries, trustee of the’ Wallace 
aman admittedly reverent where London 


is concerned, came out quite definitely.as an advocate for 
the erection of skyscrapers within the borders of the 
metropolitan area. Sir Martin, once he had made his 
decision, did not do things by halves. Not only did he 
write to the press at great length expounding his scheme, 
and replying energetically to all adverse critics ; he carried 


the war into the enemy's camp, and, on a memorable - 


occasion, addressed the London Society on the subject. 
Now the London Society is an organization formed for 
the express purpose of preserving and enhancing the 
beauty of London, but Sir Martin Conway did fiot mince 
matters. If he had his way, he declared, he would 
“knock London down, acres at a time.”” He would have 
large open spaces and erect high buildings. As to the 
Kast End, he would “‘lay it flat and set it up on end.” The 
interesting fact about this speech was that the London 
Society heard him quite unmoved, and indeed showed a 
disposition to consider the question quite favorably. 

Such revolutionary changes, however, are not brought 
about over night. Where land, 
are involved, London moves slowly. Recently, however, 
a movement has been made toward taking the first definite 
step, namely, an amendment to the London building acts 
which would allow much higher buildings to be erected. 
Certain well-known architects supporting the proposal 
lrave already confessed themselves converts to the sky- 
scraper. They insist that the larger towns, especially 
London, have reached the limits of lateral expansion, and 
that, in future, they must be buiJt up and not sideways. 

The long-continued housing shortage is, of course, 
responsible tor bringing the project once again into prom- 
inence. Jor it is coming to be recognized that the erec- 
tion of a new town such as that which the London County 
Council is laying out at Dagenham in Essex, on the east- 
ern confines of the city, if it helps to meet the demand for 
houses, leaves one of the main problems of housing) still 
unsolved. It is not enough for the workman to have a 
house, he must have a house reasonably near his work. 
It he cannot secure this, then, not only does he spend 
many unnecessary hours cach week on the road back and 
forth, but he adds to the difficulties of another great 
London problem, namely, the trattic problem. 

As to the skyscraper tenement houses which it is 
proposed ‘to build, the chief difficulty is not that they 
will be unsightly—they need not be that; but that, all 
the advantages notwithstanding, such as “lifts and com- 
munal hot water, central kitchens and playground space 
on the roof,” the British workingman is strongly preju- 
diced against them. This prejudice is largely due to 
the fact that the house with its own upstairs and no 
other'upstairs is what he has always been used to. Still, 
however occasioned, it is a prejudice the existence of 
which would seem to render advisable a campaign: of 
education to go hand in hand with any knocking down or 
laying flat policy which may be inaugurated. 


The International Play Exchange 


ONCE more a play imported from London has failed 
to find favor in New York, and once moré an importing 
manager has sought to explain away the failure by offer- 
ing that most ancient f all excuses in the theater, “The 
public won't support anything’ avtistic.” It is not impos- 
sible that Thespis uttered the sentiment, one night after 
he found that a certain new offering had bored the popu- 
lace who crowded around Ins chariot-theater. That is pre- 
suming, of course, that as a practical man of the stage 
he, for a‘depressed moment, forgot to be honest with 
himself. Putting aside for this occasion the complaints 
of the theatrical ‘producer against the provinces for neg- 
lecting the fourth-rate cast “he has sent out in place of 
the first-rate cast that acted his “metropolitan success’’ 
in London or New York, it is interesting to consider the 
managers’ tase against the theater-going public in the 
matter of plays that are exchanged between nations, 
drawing a few illustrations from stage history of the not 
too distant past. 

There is Barrie, dramatist to the English-speaking 
world, not to the British Empire only, as every one will 
declare. A leading American actress; Miss Maude Adams, 
has acted almost exclusively in a Barrie repertory for 
twenty years. Galsworthy, Pinero, Jones, St. John 
Iervime, and Shaw, to name but a few leaders in the mod- 
ern british drama, have found the royalty statements 


that crossed the ocean fully as satisfactory as those pre- 


pared in London theater treasurers’ offices. Though the 
most enthusiastic admirer of the American drama will 
hardly argue that the United States has produced a group 
of contemporary playwrights as distinguished in achieve- 
ment, on what may be called the literary. plane of drama, 
as the men who are writing in England, the balance of 
trans-Atlantic play trade has been fairly well maintained 
by the works of Augustus Thomas, William Gillette, 
\William Vaughn Moody, and Charles Rann Kennedy, 
not to mention a host of minor playwrights. ‘Twice while 
Irving toured the United States and Canada to receipts 
that upheld his yearly average at home and more, William 
Gillette duplicated at Sir Henry's London theater the 
full season’s run of “Sherlock Holmes” and “Secret 
Service” in New York. 

Instances of the complete success of the interchange 
of fine plays and fine players between England and Amer- 
ica could be compiled to a tedious length, from the time 
of Macready’s first profitable visit to the United States, 
through Edwin. Booth’s triumphant journeys through 
Ie ‘ngland, down to the recent times when Mr. Cyril Maude 
toured the English-speaking world with “ ‘Grumpy” for 
five years, ending with his shelving of that comedy, not 
because audiences -ceased to flock to it, but because he 
wearied of the part. The duplication in New York of 
the Londén success of Drinkwater’s “Abraham Lincoln” 
is dramatic history of but yesterday. 

It is this same “Abraham Lincoln” that offers one the 
closest opportunity of examining the producer’s last-ditch 
complaint that ‘The public won't support anything 
artistic.” This same “Abraham Lincoln,” it will be 
recalled, was presented by a provincial British repertory 
company in the Lyric Theater, Hammersmith. To expect 
the West End playgoer of London to journey for an 
evening's entertainment to Hammersmith, which has 
always been a distinctly local, suburban theater district, 
would be not unlike expecting the Broadway playgoer 
of New York to travel by tube or motor to Newark to do

his theatergoing. Yet “Abraham: Lincoln” drew all 
London for many months, just as the “Beggar's Opera” 
has been drawing a similar audience ever since. New York 
has had many less spectacular examples of plays that have 
built up a huge following for a meritorious offering in an 
obscure playhouse far out of the theater district. 

To be reminded of all this is but to be made con- 
scious of the obvious conclusion that, all things being 
equal, a success in a London theater will often be a New 
York success, and vice versa. But when all things are 
not equal—there’s where the disgruntled play producer 
rubs his chin. And when one comes to look closely into 
the failure in London of a play that has made a hit in 
New York, and again vice versa, various details large 
and small make it evident that all things have not_been 
equal. The most frequent discrepancy is to be noted in 
the failure of the New York producer to cast the play 
roperly and to capture the atmosphere appropriate to 
the imported work.. This discrepancy, it was widely 
hinted, was to be discovered in the latest “failure” in New 
Similar elements enter into 
the proposition when a New York success fails in 
London. But if a London manager were to remark, 
upon taking off an American play that failed to please : 
“This American hit didn’t draw. UIl produce no more 
American plays because the English public doesn't want 
them,” the freshman class in logic would arise and 
murmur in unison: “Non sequitur.’ 

One favorite remark of the theatrical producer with 
failure is: “Hereafter I'll give ‘em nothin’ 
music.’ Let it be hoped that these man-

Islands, Particularly Yap 


THERE is a strange fascination about islands: Area 
for area, they seem to claim, and to receive, vastly more 
attention than the mainland. By that very definition 
W hich every one remembers from school days, of an island 
as “a body of land entirely surrounded by water,” one 
is bound to think of an island as something special and 
peculiar; The mainland, of course, 1s everywhere; 
something that most of us see all about us and un- 
derstand only too well. Islands, for most of us, seem 
remote. They are the stuff of which stories are woven. 
If they be populous, there is,something fascinating 1n 
the notion of a teeming population shut up, as it were, 
within the confines of a particular bit of land. If they 
be uninhabited, how romantic to imagine what they must 
be lke, or to picture to oneself the adventures one 
might have, visiting and exploring them! By the same 
token, almost any story, centering in an island, grips 
one’s interest more swiftly than a story of the mainland. 

Islands have such a strange way of popping up 
unexpectedly! Often it is rather disconcerting, too, 
when they bring to notice,along with their sudden emer- 
gence, a goodly page of history, all their own. If an 
island that we never even heard of suddenly comes into 
view, thrusting upon us at the same time history that 
goes back indubitably to the time of the early Spanish 
and Portuguese explorations, and which was old in the 
days when British, French, and American commanders 
rivaled one another in, planting their respective flags in 
different parts of the Pacific, most of us may teel some 
impatience at our lack of geographical knowledge. Take 
this latest insular upstart; for example. Countless 
thousands of people who have seen Yap mentioned in 
the newspapers of late probably never before realized 
its existence. Even now, they think of it, very likely, 
as a mere dot in the Pacific vastness, without any ac- 
curate sense of its location. Still, Yap, or as it is some- 
times spelled, Uap, along with the rest ot the Carolines, 
was discovered by the Portuguese in 1527, and has been 
under the flag of Germany pretty much all the time since 
1875—has been, indeed, the center of German adminis- 
tration in the islands for. the last twenty years, or ever 
since the occasion of Germany's purchase of the group 
from Spain in 1899. And however Yap may appear to 
us as a mere dot upon the surtace of the ocean, we dis- 
cover. it to be almost eighty square miles in extent, and 
occupied by a diverse population of 7500 or more. 

As a dot, therefore, 1t 1s not actually infinitesimal, 
and the more we learn about it the more we have borne 
in upon us this consideration, that its importance, like 
the importance otf all islands, big er little, is very much 
a matter of the point of view.. As one amongst the 
hundreds of islands that appear as pinpoints on a Pacific 
chart, Yap is not large. But as a cable station, center- 
ing main lines of communication for Europe, Asia, and 
America, it is a very big thing indeed. When an island 
like Yap gets itself anto the front pages of the news- 
papers of Iurope and America for days at a time, it 
is on the map for all of us. Then, very likely, we find 
out for the first time how little we know about it. We 
learn to place it, perhaps; thus, in the case of Yap itself, 
that it hes some 2000 miles almost due south of Tokvo, 
between the Philippines and ‘the Island of Guam. But 
only trom some rare traveler are we likely to get any 
adequate description of it, or knowledge of its‘ people 
and their way of living. We may hive heard that the 
Yapians make use of stones and shells for money, but 
it will be difficult for us to imagine any very common 
use of a stone coinage involving calcite or lingestone discs. 
pafticularly in-an island that has been dominated by the 
Germans for two decades and by them has been made a 
center of official activity aud trade. 

Perhaps Yap is the sort of island that comes to seem 
like one of a series of stepping-stones, marking some 
particular pathway trom one side of the ocean 
fo the other. Japan holds it now, in view of the 
war settlement that threw into her hands all the Ger- 
man“islands in the northern part of the Pacific. 1f Japan 
gives America cable rights in the island, however, Yap 
will take its place as one of the United States stepping- 
stones to and from the Philippines. Northeast of it lies 
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Guam, another “dot” of 216 square miles and almost 
13,000 inhabitants. Some 1500 miles eastward of Guam 
lies Wake Island, a mere square mile of undeveloped 
land. Honolulu is 2320 miles still farther to the eastward, 


_ with another 2400 miles intervening between Honolulu 


and the coast of the United States. Mindful of these 
distances, one might almost say that it is only an inter- 
est in islands that can bring home to us the vastness of 
an ocean.
